is not in the English language: 

1. Chinese Patent Application No. 1313552 published September 19, 2001 discloses: 
A PDA system with the function of unidirectional communication and bidirectional transmission 
is composed of a unidirectional communication module and a bidirectional transmission module. 
It can receive the signals fi"om service provider and execute the bidirectional signal transmission 
between said PDA system and peripheral electronic appliances. The CPU can be used for 
processing said data to be transmitted. A bluetooth module can be used in said bidirectional 
transmission module for controlling the peripheral electronic appliances containing transmission 
chip, or for unloading program or data by relative electronic devices. 
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2. Chinese Patent Application No. 1272741 published November 8, 2000 discloses: 
The present invention provides a handset capable of connecting with external keyboard. It is 
characterized by utilizing external-connected keyboard to implement data input operation on 
handset, and between the handset and keyboard the signal can be transferred by means of 
connecting device or infrared ray, and its keyboards can be general one or miniature special- 
purpose keyboard specially-designed for said invention. Said invention can make handset 
possess powerful function, more convenient input mode and practicality.
